Note of Sadness Pervades Gather- 
ing of Patriots in Memory of Strug- 
gle Seventy-eight Years Ago for 
independ Oratory and Songs 
in Native Tongue Inspire Audience. 


One hundred and fifty Poles of 
Los Angeles met yesterday afternoon 
‘at- Mammoth Halil, No. 617 South 
Broadway, to celebrate the .seventy- 
eighth anniversary of the war of 
1830-31, which was fought by Poland 
against Russia. W. J. Miller, presi- 
dent of the Polish Library Association, 
presided, and there were addresses 
by several prominent citizens of Pol- 
ish descent. There also were decia- 
mations and songs, all in the Polish 
tongue. 
Throughout the entire meeting, in 
speeches and song, there was a note 
of sadness, for this was no victory 
that the Poles were celebrating, but 
a defeat, for thousands of the war- 
riors of Poland fell, with

pendence was jost, This resulted in 
the emigration of thousands of the 


Polish people. 

The speakers at yesterday's meet- 
ing were F. J. Madowski, who gave 
the histo of the rebellion; I. Cyl- 
kowski, Adam Sikowski and the pre- 
siding Officer. Miss Julle Linkowski 
sang the Polish national song. There 
were other songs by Misses Helen 
and Wanda Miller, and Aele and Vic- 
toria Burke.

towska. 

There are more than one hundred 
Polish families in Los Angeles, and 
a large number of single young men 
and young women.

The Polish library at No. 1308 East 
Twenty-second street, contains 1500 
volumes, most of them in the Polish 
language, and the records show that 
588 books were circulated last year.
